As spring is bere let's begin to think 


about how our yards can be made 


more attractiv e and home like. 


Hid you know th at the character of 
tho owner of a home is portrayed by 
the kind of yard he bus and the way 
it is kept? Ail of you th at have read 
David G raysons “The Friendly Boud,” 
appreciated the way ho judged people 
by their yards, and how these sam e 
yards gave him the key to the m anner 
in which he should approach the peo­ 
ple w ho lived in the houses th at wore 
hi these yards. 
So, everyday we are 
judged by our yards aud our town is 
scored by all these 
home 
settings 
taken together. 
Every member of the home demon­ 
stration clubs is required to do some­ 
thing 
by 
w ay of beautifying their 
home grounds. 
In some communities 
they have a competition to see which 
member can m ake her yard more at- 
tractive. 
So, in the sam e way are 
the women’s clubs banding together on 
the aa me project. 
In some phi cgs, the 
women have selected a certain flow er 
or shrub th at shall be planted by ail 
their members, thus making their own 
town beautiful w ith their club flower. 
In Bryan, I think it is, 
the 
crepe 
m yrtle has been selected as Hie shrub 
to be planted. 
H ere we find it rath er hard to get 
some flowers to grow, but everyone 
can either have roses, shrubs of some 
kind, vines, or flower boxes, 
lf the 
wind is too strong or the soil in your 
yard w ill not grow flowers why not 
plant your flow ers in a box. 
Then, 
Hie box can be covered during bad 
w eather or be taken 
in 
the 
house. 
The window' boxes are very good for 
planting the flowers for the school­ 
room. 
The boxes used for 
this 
purpose 
should be as ample as possible—the 
full length of the window casing o ut­ 
side, and, a t least one foot wide and 
deep. 
They should be made of inch 
boards closely fitted together, so that 
the sides shall not w arp and allow 
the w ater to run through too freely, 
w ashing out and exhausting the soil. 
Holes should he made in the bottom 
of the box for th© escape of sin plus 
w ater. 
Broken creek, rocks or other 
drainage should be placed next to the 
bottom to prevent the earth working 
in and obstructing the free passage of 
w ater. The surface of the soil should 
Im kept open and center left a little 
lower than the sides, to prevent the 
w ater from just 
passing 
down 
the 
-ides and not soaking all of the soil. 
Do not crowd too many plants iii one 


box. 
Five erect plants and three vines 
are enough for n box of four square 
feet. 
P etunias, verbena, nasturtium s, 
phlox, %nd such vines 
as 
morning 
glory, thunborgia, and wild cucum ­ 
ber make attractive boxes. 
Coleus 
and w andering Jew or ferns are beau­ 
tiful together. 
F aint 
supports 
and 
boxes to m atch the house. 
Jn m aking our flower gardens we 
not only add a great deal of pleasure 
to our lives, lint it has nu effect ou all 
th at pass by. 
An editorial in the 
Farm and Ranch, says “G arden cul­ 
ture w as practiced before field cul­ 
ture. 
Man’s beginning dales from tile 
time w hen the C reator Himself w alk­ 
ed in the garden in the cool of the 
dav.’ 
We are told that ‘God planted j 
a garden eastw ard in Eden and there 
he put the man he had formed 
And 
the Lord said th a t it is not good that 
man should be alone; I will make him 
a helpm ate’ (probably to care for the 


garden.) 
•Thus the garden 
was 
associated 
with creation aud it should continue 
to contribute to our needs for food, 
for pleasure, for exercise and for prof­ 
it. The farm garden has emphasized 
intensified cu ltu re;

same grounds more than once. Liquid 
coffee once permitted to get cold loses 
certain elements of flavor that caunut 
be restored by reheating. 
If coffee 
cannot 
be 
served as soon as it is 
brewed it should be kept hot, ptefei- 
ably in a double boiler. 
The coffee men declare th a t care 
in the preparation of coffee is ju>t 
as im portant as discrim ination in the 
selection of a blend. 
There 
are 
a 
m ultitude of blends on the m arket, 
all of which have their partisans. Due 
person may prefer a richly flavored, 
full bodied bean, w hile another may 
w ant a m ilder coffeet which appeals 
to the palate quite as much through 
the sense of smell as through 
the 
sense of taste. 
T his question is one 
which the grocer can help the con­ 
sum er os Ive only by letting her in ­ 
different brands until site finds Hie 
one she likes best.
